The great mistake which is made by vast 
numbers who conceive the ill-founded idea 
that they can scale Parnassus with a leap 
and n bound, is in throwing by all other 
vocations and depending for support upon the 
product of a genius which has never been suf~ 
ficiently tested to prove its qualities. This rud- 
ical error is what leads to the soul-withering | 
condition of destitution, to despondency, to, 
misanthropy, to moral degradation, and fre- 
quently to suicide or to the more fearful fate 
of those who do involuntary, penance in the 
service of the state, 

Let it not be understood that these remarks 
are designed to clip the wings of young genins, 


or to discourage that well-aimed and laudable | 


emulation which elevates the character and 
promotes the progress of American literature, 
Our object is to warn those whom we ses fol- 
lowing in the track of their shipwrecked pre 
decessors, that they must necessarily be broken 
upon the same rock. Those who are wealthy, 
can, if they will, devote their whole time and 
energies to the pursuit of literature; and those 
in whose behalf all the adynntages of wealth, 
intellect, literary taste and genius are united, 
have it in their power to arrive at eminence, if 
avarice, which is too generally the concomitant 
of wealth, do not possess their souls, absorb 
their minds and find emplo; all their 
energies. 

There isa remedy for, or, rather, aypreven- 


tive of, all the evils which literary flesh, as such, | 


is heir to. It is this: Lat it be forcibly:impress- 
r 
of letters, that the ordinary occupations of life 
are not only not prejudicial to, but really pro- 


motive of, success in the field of literary euter-“ 
prize. Let them be taught the truth that, 


whilst the hands are laboring, whether it be 
with the utensils of agriculture or those of 
handicraft, the mind, at least three-fourths of 
the same time, can be profitably employed on 
any other subject of contemplation, and that 
the will can direct the intellectual energies to 
whatever object it chooses, Let them farther 
be advised, that the time which is not necessa- 
rily devoted to the ordinary daily occupations 
and to the imperative demands of nature, is as 
much as can be advantageously employed in 
reading and practical improvement. And let 
them bo taught the farther and no less impor- 
tant truth, that the exercise which the physical 
system receives from the pursuit of some eall- 
ing which will secure to them ample means’ of 
subsistence, iuvigorutes the mind und renders it 
capable of accomplishing more in one hour 
than the mind which is not thus energised can 
accomplish in two or three, Hence it is reader, 
that the best, brightest and most successful 
literary geniuses of our country, have come 
from the plough, the anvil and the work-beneh. 
Let no one, therefore, despise or eschew, as de- 
rogatory to clevated genius, any of the ordi- 
nary pursuits of life,

Physical Manifestations. 

Tho question is frequently ftisked us, by those 
wlio stay outside of the spiritual fraternity, and 
endeavor to cast odium upon their faith, why 
itis that spirits choose darkness rather than 
light, when they move ponderous bodies and 
perform other physical feats. When this has 
hoon asked by ill-natured cavilers, who actom- 
panied the query with a snecr, it has been our 
practice to turn rom them and sive the labor 
of endeavoring to conyince them against their 
evident determination to cherish their preju- 
dices, and remain in their position of antagon- 
iam. Sometimes, however, we meet persons of 
more liberal feelings, who ask with an honest 
purpose to hear what can be alleged in justifi- 
cation of tho choice of dark and uncomfortably 
cold rooms, by manifesting spirits, To such 
‘ones we have endeavored to show the necessity, 
by giving the philosophy which the spirits have, 
from time to time, given us. 

We were conversing on this subject, after 
the close of u meeting of our citele, when one 
of the members expressed a wish that Profes- 
sor Dayron would give usa lecture on that 
subject. If he wits not present ‘himsélf, some 
other spirit was, who informed him of the re- 
quest; and the result was the reception, through 
Mis Brors alone, of tho highly scientific 
lectures which follows: Let all who really wish 
to be enlightened on the subject, read. this 
lecture carefully, for although it is as Incid and 
plein as tte language of sciente ean make it, 
it requires some erudition and no careless ex- 


becomes destroyed; the principle of carbon. 
being of greater strength than the principle of 
electricity. 

Then, again, if thero aro individuals in the 

room whose faculties aro languid, and if the 
actions of tho principles and elements of their 
systems have exhausted tho vital powers of 
their bodies, and if there are spiritual princi- 
ples corresponding in attraction with the prin- 
ciples of their bodies, then they supply the de- 
ficiency and animate the inactivo functions 
and organs, with their natural power and lifo; 
by attracting. the corresponding forces of our 
battery into their own natures. Hence you 
must soo that physical manifestations depend 
upon the condition of the human construction, 
and upon the temperature of the atmosphere; 
for heat is also an absorbent, and operates up- 
on our forces ag such, as it constantly attracts 
tho electrical raya from the object at which 
they are directed, And whilst we havo such 
properties connected with the heat, other pro- 
perties are in connection with the light, and 
cach human organism has its attractive pro- 
perties. Hence the equilibrium of the princi- 
ples, elements and forces, which we use in order 
to manifest, is destroyed by an antagonistic 
influence. Therefore you must be aware of the 
great amount of labor and calculation it ro- 
quires of spirits, to establish a direct influence 
upon the object to be operated upon, to ob- 
tain an equalization of the temperature, and to 
produce an equalized condition of the positive 
and negative principles of electricity, with 
which we operate. You must reflect upon 
this lecture systematically, and you will see 
chat these relations of light and heat to our 
influences are distinet, identical and insepara- 
ble. In order to have a true faith and confi- 
dence in spiritual productions, the mind muat 
interrogate its own depths, and watch the mys- 
terious workings of its own properties and 
»principles. Thie senses alone cannot recognize 
the forms, processes and organizations of na- 
ture, in the outer world of cause and effect;

“Governor Reeder has taken the best means in 
his power to prevent a repetition, at the elec- 
tion for members of the Legislature of Kan- 
gas, of the gross frauds perpetrated in the cou- 
test for Congressional delegate.

Broek: or the Dutch Paradise. 


Tt has long been a matter of discussion and 
controversy among the pious and learned, as 
to the situation of the terrestrial paradise 
whence our first parents were exiled, This 
question has been put to rest by certain of the 
faithful in Holland, who have decided in favor 
of the village of Broek, about six miles from 
Amsterdam, It may not, they observe, cor 
respond in all respects to the description of the 


garden of Iden, handed down from days of 
yoro, but it comes nearer to their ideas of a 
perfect paradise than any other place on carth. 

‘This eulogiom induced me to make some in- 
quiries as to this favored spot, in the course of 
a sojourn at the city of Amsterdam, and the 
information I procured fully justified the en- 
thasiastic praises I had heard. The village of 
Brock is situated in Waterland, in the midst 
of the greenest and richest pastures of Hol- 
land, I may say, of Europe. These pastures 
are the source of its wealth, for it is famous 
for its dairies, and for those oval cheeses 
which rogue and perfume the whole civi- 
lized worki. The population consists of 
about six hundred persons, comprising several 
families which have inhabited the place since 
time immemorial, and have waxed rich on the 
products of their meadows. They keep all 
their wealth among themselves; intermarrying, 
and keeping all strangers at a wary distance, 
They are a “hard money” people, and remarka- 
ble for turning the penny the right way, It is 
said to have been an old rule, established by 
one of the primitive financiers and legislators 
of Broek, that no one should leave the village 
with more than six guilders in his pocket, or 
return with less than ten; a shrewd regulation, 
well worthy the attention of modern political 
economists, who are so anxioas to fix the bal- 
ance of trade. 

What, however, renders Broek so perfect an 
Glysium, in the eyes of all truo IIollanders, is 
the matchless height to which the spirit of 
cleanliness is carried there, Tt amounts almost 
to a religion among the inhabitants, who pass 
the greater part of their time rubbing and 
scrubbing, and painting and varnishing: each 
housewife vies with her neighbor in her devo- 
tion to the scrubbing brash, us zealous Catho- 
lics do in their devotion to the cross; and itis 
said, a notable housewife of the place in days 
of yore, is held in pious remembrance, and al- 
most canonized as n saint, for having died of 
pure exhaustion and chagrin, in an ineffectual 
attempt to scour a black man nds. n 

‘These particulars awakened. dy ardeut curi- 
osity tò sce a plage which I pictared to myself 
the very fountain-head of certain hereditary 
habits and customs preval mong” the. de- 
scendants of the original Dutch gettlers of my 
native Stato. I accordingly lost no time in 
performing a pilgrimage to Broek. 

Before I reached the place, I beheld symp- 
toms of the tranquil character of its inhubi- 
tants, A Tittle chim-bailt boat Was zu full sail 
along. the lazy bosom of a canal, Put its-sail_ 
consisted of the blades of two paddies stood 
on end, while the navigator sat slecring with a 
third paddle in the stern, crouched down like 
a toad, with a slouched hat draw over his eyes. 
1 presamed him to be some nautical lover, on 
the way to hie mistress. Aster proceeding a 
pitt: furthor, L came in sight of the harbor or 
port of destination of this drowsy navigator. 
This was the Brocken-Meer, an artificial basin, 
or sheet of olive-greeh water, tranquil ag a 
mill-pond., On this the village of Brock is sit- 
mated, and the borders are laboriously decora- 
fed with flower-beds, box trees clipped into all 
kinds of ingenious shapes: and fancies, and lit- 
tle lust“ houses or pavilions, 

I alighted outside of the village, for no horse 
nor vehicle is permitted to euer its precincts, 
lest it should. cause defilement of the wull- 
scoured pavements, Shaking the dust off my 
feet, therefore, 1 prepared to enter, with due 
reverence and circumspeetion, this sanetuiit 
sanctorum of Dutch cleantiness. T entered by a 
narrow strect, paved with yellow bricks, laid 
cdgewise, und sò clean that one might cat 
from them, Indeed, they were actually worn 
deep, not by thé tread! of feat, hut by the lrie- 
tion of the scrubbing-brash. i 

"I'he houses wero buit. of wood,and all ap- 
peared to have been freshly painted, of green, 
yellow, and other bright colors. ‘They were 
separated from each other by gardens und 
orchards, and stood at some little distance 
from the street, with wide areas e 
paved in mosuie, with vurzegutel stoves, polish- 
cd by frequent rubbings: The areas were di- 
vided from the street by curionsly-wrought rail- 
ings, or bolustrades, of iron, surmounted wit 
brass and copper balls, scoured -iuto dazzling: 
effulgence. The very, trauks of the trees ih 
front of the houses were by the game process 
made to look as if they bac beet varnished: 
The porches, doors and window-frames of the 
houses were of exotic woods, curiously carved, 
and polished ike costly furniture, The font 
doors are never opened, excepting on the chris: 
teniags, marriages, or funerals; on all ordinary 
occasions, visitors enter by the backdoor. lu 
former times, persons when’ admitted had to put 
on slippers- but this oriental ceremony is no 
longer insisted upon. 1 

A poor devil Frenchman, who attended up- 
on me te'ciecrone, boasted with some degree 
of exhultation, of a triumph of his country- 
men over the stern regulations of the place. 

During the time Wiat Tolland was oyerran by 
the armies of the French republic, French 
general, surrounded by his whole etät major, 
who had come from Amsterdam to view. the 
wonders of Broek, applicd for admission at one 
of these taboo'd portals. "Phe reply was, that 
the owner never received any one who did not 
come introduced by some friend. “Very well, 
said the general; “take my compliments to 
your master, and tell him I will return here to- 
morrow With a company of soldiers, parr pirr- 


ler taison vec mm ami Hollandais” Ver- 


rified at the idea of having a company of sol- 
diers billeted upon him, the ownes threw open 
his house, entertained the general and his re- 
tinue with unwonted hospitality; though it is 
said it cost the family a month's scrubbing and 
scouring, to restore all things to exact order, 
after this military invasion, My vagabond in- 
forment seemed to consider this one of the 
greatest victories of the republic, 

T walked about the place in mute wonder 
and admiration, A dead stillness prevailed 
around, like that in the deserted streets of 
Pompeii. No sign of life was to be seen, ex- 
cepting now and then a hand, and along pipe, 
and an occasional puff of smoke, out ofthe 
window of some “lust-haus” overhanging a 
miniature canal; und on approaching a little 
nearer, the periphery in profile of some robus- 
tious burgher. 

Among the grand houses pointed out to me, 
were those of Claes Bakker, and Cornelius 
Bakker, rickly carved and gilded, with flower- 
gardens and chipped shrubberies; and that of 
the Great Ditmus, who, my poor devil cicerone 
imformed me, in a whisper, was worth two 
millions; all these were mansions shut up from 
the world, and only kept to be cleaned, Af- 
ter having been c ü from one wonder 
to another of the village, I was ushered by my 
guide into the grounds and gardens of Mynheer 
Broekker, another mighty cheese-manufacturer, 
worth eighty thousand guilders a year, I had

repeatedly been struck with the similarity of 
all that T had scen in this amphibious little 
village, to the buildings and landscapes on 
Chincee platters and tea-pots; but here I found 
the similarity complete; for I was told that 
these gardens were modelled upon Van Brummis

indifference us to religious mattes: it was ii 
vain that their preachers endeavored to arouse 
their thoughts as to a future state: the joys 
of heaven, as commonly depicted, were but

ent vein. He depicted the New Jerusalem nsw 
place all smooth and level; with beautiful 
dykes, and ditches, and cana’s; and houses all 
shining with paint and varnish, and glazed tiles; 
and where there shoald never come horse, por 
uss, nor cat, nor dog, nor any thing that could + 
make noise or dirt; but there shonld be noth- 
ing bat rubbing ond scrubbing, and washing 
and painting, and gilding and yarnishing, for 
ever and ever, amen!
